Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant has proposed adding language to claim 1 so that the 
laser is focussed within the substrate and the layer formed on the substrate is patterned. This is interesting in that 
generally the beam would be focussed at the interface between the substrate and the layer. This might be embraced 
by the independent claims, but embodiments where the focal volume is entirely within the substrate would seem to 
overcome the rejections of record. The claims language should indicate that the predetermined pattern is formed 

- - in- - the coating layer, not "on" it. With respect to the proposed claim 25, which corresponds to the embodiment 
where the coating layer has been patterned and laser is focussed inside the volume of the substrate, the use of 
ultrashort pulselength lasers to densify and/or modify the refractive index of glasses is generally known in forming 
diffractive articles, such as gratings. The low incidence of thermal damage to glasses (cracking, ablation and the like) 
when using these short pulse length lasers is generally appreciated in the prior art applied. The use of the recited 
ultrashort laser pulses to form phase shifting regions without ablation is interesting, but it is not clear that there is an 
unobvious benefit gleaned from this relative to laser machining processes which form grooves or the like. The . 
applicant's representatives have asserted that with respect to the claimed embodiments forming the phase shift 
elements, the claimed process allows for easier repair or correction of defects and may have improved uniformity or 
transmittance over the prior art, which forms grooves or the like and the applicant may wish to file declarations with 
evidence to obviate the rejections. 
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
